A Sierra Madre businessman who is a Los 
Angeles Police officer will spend part of next month 
in Seoul, Korea, where he will compete as a boxer in 
the Olympics. 

George Lopez, co owner of Touch of France 
Restaurant in Sierra Madre with Consuelo B ilan- 
tapegui, who will become his wife Sunday, will enter 
as a light middleweight for the country of his 
birth, Argentina. 

Lopez, 28, weighs 156 pounds and has a record 
of 23 wins and four losses. He will be one of three 
fighters competing for Argentina in the South Korea 
games. His trip is being sponsored by a Los Angeles 
police benevolent organization and the Hollenbeck 
Youth Center where Lopez teaches young people to 
box. 

This is part of his job as youth services officer. 
He also works in narcotics and patrols the barrio. 

Lopez has been fighting for only four years and 
says he did not take the sport seriously until about 
18 months ago. He began heavy training at that 
point, running about five miles at the academy 
daily, 10 wind sprints, 75-yard dash, sit ups. Now he 
also does sparring, handworks with his trainer, 
shadow boxing, heavy bags, double end bags, speed 
bags, sit ups and he jumps rope. 

Lopez tends to dedicate himself to whatever 
endeavor he’s exploring at the moment. Other 
sports include football, softball, soccer, and basket¬ 
ball. 

He came with his mother, brother and sister 
from Argentina when he was iVi years old after his 
father had spent a year in the United States. His 
parents now live in Los Angeles and he lives in 
Arcadia.

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Proof of 
immunization 

As the summer comes to an end, it is 
time to begin preparing for the new school 
year. Students entering school this fall 
will need to meet immunization require¬ 
ments. The requirements are fixed by the 
state and are the same for all schools, 
public and private, in California. 

Parents are required to show written 
proof that new students have been im¬ 
munized against polio, mumps, ten-day or 
hard measles (rubella), German measles 
(reubella), diptheria, tetanus, and whoop¬ 
ing cough (pertussis). A child who has be¬ 
gun a series of immunizations can be 
admitted to school before the series has 
been completed. School districts may 
grant transfer students a 30-day period 
in which to produce proof of immunization. 

New students starting school in Los 
Angeles County must also prove that they 
have undergone the approved skin test for 
tuberculosis — the Mantoux — within the 
past year. 

State law further requires parents en¬ 
rolling a child in public school for the first 
time to show proof of the child's age. To 
enter kindergarten, children must have 
been born on or before Dec. 2, 1983, 
making them at least four years and nine 
months old as of Sept. 1, 1988. To enter 
first grade, students must have been 
born by Dec. 2,1982, making them at least 
five years nine months old as of Sept. 1. 


Labor Day safety 

With Labor Day fast approaching, the 
California FAIR Plan Association, a non¬ 
profit fire insurance pool, offers some 
helpful tips to avoid tragic fires. Out¬ 
door barbeque grills should always be kept 
well away from the house and clear of any 
flammable materials. Take special pre¬ 
caution if you have a frame (wooden) 
house and/or a wooden shingle room. Many 
home fires are ignited by sparks from the 
barbeque. 

When using wood for the barbeque, 
never use flammable or combustible liquids, 
this can cause explosions that quite fre¬ 
quently result in fatalities. Smoldering 
ashes should always be extinguished by 
covering them with dirt or sand, and 
when possible, placed in a metal contain¬ 
er. Be sure not to place the container 
near anything that will bum. 

Lastly, if the weather becomes in¬ 
clement, don’t move your lighted barbeque 
grill indoors. Play it safe and delay your 
meal. In order that your family may enjoy 
a fun filled summer, always remember 
safety comes first.

Latest word on the continuing saga of I 
Kersting Court. Facade brick has arrived, 
structural steel is being fabricated and some 
revised plans are necessary. According to my 
source, the latest delay resulted when the con¬ 
tractor cleared away the rubble to prepare 
the site for reconstruction of the facade. They 
found insufficient foundation to carry the 
proposed load. This situation has made revised 
plans necessary. No further “construction pro¬ 
jections” will be made here. 

On another subject. In July of this year 26 
percent of the buildings in downtown were 
occupied by retail (product/merchandise) 
stores: 24 percent were occupied by service 
businesses; 11 percent food and drink; 11 per¬ 
cent professionals and/or financial; 6 percent 


by real estate; 6 percent by health and govern¬ 
ment; 6 percent were church use; 4 percent 
by other miscellaneous uses. Six percent were 
vacant. 

The retail mix is predominantly gift and 
craft supply-oriented. Clearly, the opportunity 
for general merchandise shopping downtown 
does not exist. The bulk of all downtown 
buildings have narrow street frontage; were built 
in the early 1900s and do not provide the type 
of space required by high volume, general 
merchandise retailers. 

A low vacancy rate (6 percent), the number 
of facade renovations and building improve¬ 
ments underway or recently completed indicate 
a stable, if not growing, economic climate 
for businesses located in downtown. If you 
think you’ve seen similar data and comments 
about down'own Sierra Madre before, guess 
what, you have. They date back to the 
early 1970s. 

Don’t jump to conclusions. Statistics, 
demographic data, occupancy rates, retail mix 
and the rest can’t necessarily be labeled good, • 
bad or indifferent. They are neight positive nor 
negative. They simply describe what is. 

That’s the reason I’ve shared them, to 
present a small part of what exists. They 
create both the opportunities and restraints 
Sierra Madre faces as the downtown revitali¬ 
zation program is shaped and implemented.

Hawaiian dishes 
warm the palate 


Adobo: A Filipino dish made with pork or 
chicken and garlic and other condiments. 

Beef tomato: You’ll find this popular dish in 
many local restaurants. It’s made of chunks of 
beef, onions, tomatoes and peppers simmered to¬ 
gether quickly and served with rice. 

Crackseed: Here in the islands fruit is pre¬ 
served and then eaten by local children like candy. 
You’ll find crackseed all over the place. 

Char siu: This is Chinese sweet roast pork 
which gives a delightful flavor to many Chinese 
dishes or it can be eaten alone. 

Chicken luau: Luau refers to the leaves which 
come from the taro plant. They taste very much 
like spinach. In this dish, chicken is cooked with 
the leaves and with coconut milk. 

Chinese peas: Do not fail to try these if 
available. They are large edible pea pods which are 
coruidered quite a delicacy. 

Daikon: Those large slices or shreds of white 
yellow edged vegetable on your plate of Japanese 
food is simply Japanese turnip which is often 
pickled. 

Quava: Guavas go into everything here: into 
drinks, cake, pie, jelly and sherbert. It’s a tree 
fruit that grows wild in the mountains and along 
many roadsides in the state. Try it in any of its 
forms. It’s delicious. 

Kona co f fa e : An especially rich coffee made from 
our own beans from plantations on the Big Island. 
The rich volcanic soil lends a special character 
to the coffee. 

Lomi salmon: Yet another dish you’ll find at 
your place at a luau. Salted salmon shredded 
and kneaded with tomatoes and green onions and 
chiled thoroughly. 

Mango chutnay: Buy the local brands in 
the grocery store or better yet get an islander to 
give you a jar of homem«le. This spicy relish is made 
in many different ways. Nearly every family has its 
own treasured recipe. Don’t pass up ripe mangos 
from the trees if you arc here during mango season 
(in the summer). A number of posh restaurants 
here serve slices of mango in champagne; that's 
how highly regarded they are. 

Malatadaa: These are Portuguese doughnuts 
without holes, served hot and sugared. You’ll find 
them at bakeries throughout the islands. 

Maui oniont: Large, very sweet onions grown 
on the island of Muai. They are often sliced thick 
and quK'kly browned. The Maui onion’s mildness 
and good taste is legendars. 

Manapua; You’ll see stands all over the islands 
selling this yeast dough bun filled with pork, bean 
past or other stuffings which is then steamed 
The Chinese call it dim sum. 

Papaya: This is a little orange-skinned berry 
which grows wild on Maui and Hawaii, it makes 
a superb jam. But it in griKcry stores. 

Portuguasa baan aoup: A rkh soup made of 
beans, various vcgetableN and Portuguese sausage 
which really makes a complete meal. You’ll find 
many varuuions in local restaurants. 

Portuguaaa awaai braa d : Called pao doce, 
it's a sweet dough usually made into a big round 
loaf. Toasted or plain, it's wonderful. 

Pok Not really wallpaper patfc, it's the cooked, 
mastied root of the taro. In the Hawaiian diet 
it look the place of potatoes as the staple starch. 
Try a little of it, along with another fosid at 
first. 

SaaMml: Now before you turn away in dis¬

and a Past State OrganizJng Secretary, in which post 
she successfully organized El Dorado Chapter in 
Placerville, and Kawaiisu Chapter in Lake Isabella. 

Mrs. Fisher was honored with a Bicentennial 
of the Constitution Award by Alhambra-San Gabriel 
Chapter, NSDAR, at the Essick House for her 
outstanding program, notable leadership, outstand¬ 
ing patriotism and dedicated service to our beloved 
country and the Constitution during this “Spirit 
of 1788 Year,” commemorating the ratification of 
the Constitution and its 200th anniversary. Mrs. 
Mark T. Nevill, Bicentennial of the Constitution 
of the United States of America Chapter! Chairman, 
read the Award Citation. Mrs. Nevill was recently 
appointed State Chairman, Bicentennial of the Con¬ 
stitution of the USA Committee, by Mrs. Starr A. 
Deuel, State Regent, CSSNSDAR. 

A beautiful brass certificate presented to Mrs. 
Fisher, proudly displays our American Flag being 
raised by the heroes of Iwo Jima in color. Under¬ 
neath is our beloved Pledge of Allegiance of the Uni¬ 
ted States of America. This was from a limited 
edition of various patriotic Brass Certificates made 
during the Bicentennial of our Country 1776-1976. 
There are no more of this particular issue. 

The Essick House was built in 1914 and was 
designed by the first owner, Mrs. Newman Essick, 
who was a member of the early days’ Woman’s 
Club. The house is listed in Gebhard & Winter’s 
“Guide to Architecture in Los Angeles and Southern 
California” (in its third printing), as a building of 
historic importance. It is often included on historic 
and architectural tours. 

In January 1974, the city officially declared the 
site a “Point of Historic Architectural Interest.” 
Since its restoration, Essick House has been used 
as a case study for students of architectural his¬ 
tory at use and landscape architecture at Cal 
Poly Pomona. It has been the setting for a number 
of major arts and crafts exhibitions featuring the 
work of nationally and internationally known 
artists, sculptors and craftsmen. One exhibition 
was an American Indian Arts and Crafts 
Show with five Indian artists demonstrating their 
crafts and over 1000 samples of contemporary and 
ancient Indian arts and crafts. Mrs. Helen Frey, a 
resident of Sierra Madre, is Chairman of the Amer¬ 
ican Indians Committee for Alhambra - San Gabriel 
Chapter, NSDAR. 

There are over 3116 NSDAR Chapters in all 50 
States, District of Columbia, Australia, Canada, 
England, France and Mexico, comprising more than 
206,517 members of the National Society, Daughters 
of the American Revolution.

Two hundred fare Per¬ 
uvian horses fronr all 
over the United States 
will compete for cham¬ 
pionships at the 15th 
Annual Peruvian Paso 
National Horse Show at 
the Los Angeles Eques¬ 
trian Center in Burbank 
on Friday, Saturday, 
and Sunday, Sept. 9, 10 
and 11. 

The Peruvian Pasos, 
known as the “Cadillac 
of horses” because of 
the smoothness of their 
gait, are descendants of 
27 Spanish war horses 
shopped to Peru in 1532 
for Francisco Pizzaro’s 
ride against the Incas. For 
400 years the horses 
were bred on isolated 
Peruvian plantations. 
Only within the last 20 
years have significant 
numbers of top breeding 
stock been allowed 
outside Peru. 

The horse show is 
a meticulous copy of the 
colorful horse pageants 
of Peru. Riders dress in 
traditional white 
ponchos and pants and 
large white sombreros. 
The horses are decked 


out in heavy Peruvian 
plantation work 
saddles and bridles. Bet¬ 
ween events, spectators 
follow the Peruvian cus¬ 
tom of mingling with the 
exhibitors to get acquaint¬ 
ed with the gentle Pasos. 

After Saturday even¬ 
ing’s performance the 
public is invited to a 
“Barn Party” held in 
the decorated stalls on 
the show grounds. Color¬ 
ful displays will be 
featured, and food, 
drink and entertainment 
will be provided while 
guests have the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet with the 
owners, trainers and the 
mild-mannered stars of 
the show, the Peruvian 
Paso. 

Show times are Fri¬ 
day and Saturday, 8 a.m. 
to 5 p.m.; Saturday 
evening, 7:30 p.m. to 
10:30 p.m. and Sunday, 
9 a.m. to 4 p.m. All 
performances are 
free to the public. For 
show information con¬ 
tact the Los Angeles 
Equestrian Center at 
(818)840-9063. 


To reduce smog in the 
Los Angeles area this 
summer — and to ensure 
enough heating gas for 
all Southern Califor¬ 
nians this winter — the 
California Public 
Utilities Commission 
recently signed an 
emergency order that 
will channel more 
natural gas into the area 
if needed. 

But the pUC warned 
that not only natural gas 
customers, but electricity 
customers as well, will 
need to practice strict 
conservation for the rest 
of the year to stretch 
available gas supplies as 
far as possible and to 
keep heating bills next 


winter as low as possible. 

“Because of the 
natural gas shortage. 
Southern California 
Cast has had to cut 37 
percent of the gas it 
would normally Sell to 
Southern California 
Edison, the Los Angeles 
Department of Water & 
Power, and other electric 
utilities for use in 
generating electricty,” 
Stan Hulett, president of 
the PUC said. 

“The result is that the 
electrics are substituting 
oil for gas to the detri¬ 
ment of air quality in 
Los Angeles during the 
smog season. The only 
alternative open to 
SoCal aside from shor¬ 


ting the electric utilities is 
to cut the amount of gas 
it stores during the sum¬ 
mer to meet winter de¬ 
mand. And that could 
jeopardize gas supplies 
during the peak of the 
heating season. It is 
essential that SoCal has 
enough gas this summer 
and fall to inject into 
storage so that it can 
draw on the stored supp¬ 
ly next winter to meet the 
needs of its customers. 

“Our action will 
relieve the shortage in 
Los Angeles to some ex¬ 
tent, but it is crucial that 
customers understand 
the need to conserve 
energy or face possibly 
high heating bills next 
winter,” Hulett said.
